For several 
years past little has been heard of the 
famous agitator, but In February last 
he announced that he would celebrate 
his sixtieth birthday by Inaugurating 
another “On to Washington” army of 
the unemployed. Since then he has 
vinJted many cities, usually directing 
the work of organisation from head¬ 
quarters established In the highest- 
priced hotels. 

“Gen.** Coxey was reared In poverty, 
and at thirteen began work in- a rolling 
mill. At twenty-seven tie was the 
owner of a flourishing sandstone 
quarry at Massillon. O., which city he 
has since made his home. Some years 
later he became a horse-breeder on a 
large scale, first at Lexington. Ky., 
where he purchased a large stock 
farm, and later at Massillon.
